CASES FROM THE NOTE BOOK OF 
ROBERT ROBSON, M. D., WITH OB- 
SERVATIONS. 
(ASE L—DISEASE OF THE FUNIS UMBILICALIS, 


A few days ago I was called to attend a 


lady in labor with her second child, living | 


four miles from my residence. On my arrival 
| was told it was all over, the child born and 
the placenta expelled, and the lady all right, 
hut that there was something serious the 
matter with the child which they had never 
seen before, and on inspection of the child, to 
ny surprise, there were three distinct tumors 
resting on the abdomen, and connected with 
the umbilicus, close to the integument of the 
navel, The one containing the cord was 
about the length and cireumference of an 
ounce quinine jar, with a continuation of a 
small, shriveled cord, projecting from its ex- 
tremity. The under part of this tumor was 
of firm, compact, tissue, while the upper, or 
superior portion of it, was soft and elastic, 
without any pulsation, and of a dirty, livid 
color. Immediately beneath, growing from 
the above, at its junction with the abdomen, 
was auother of different character, consisting 


of a transparent globular mass, of the size of 


a large orange, and another of the size of a 
pullet’s egg, containing a thick albuminous 
substance, like jelly, both of which I extir- 
pated. The following day I returned, and 
cut loose from the abdomen of the child this 
disgusting looking tumor, leaving a small 
button of flesh, in order to prevent the liga- 
ture from slipping off at the navel. The 
amount of blood lost was not less than three 
or four ounces, which materially diminished 
the bulk of the tumor.

Rollins, of this place, made an examination 
of its contents, which consisted mainly of the 
funis in a spiral form, each coil adhering to 
the other, and thoroughly agglutinated with 
albuminous substances, some extravasated 
blood, and with here and there some points 
of organized matter. 

The child was lean and feeble, weighing 
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}about five pounds, imperfectly developed in 
\the lower extremities, the limbs being very 
:small, and consisting alone of bone and integ- 
‘ument, while its head, trunk and superior 
extremities, were very little better. 

Ohservations.—On inquiry of the woman 
in reference to her health during the period 
|of gestation, she observed it had been good 
‘during the entire period, with only one ex- 
}ception, that some months previous to the 
‘birth of her child she had come in contact 
| with a large snake, and on the day following 
this cireumstance, with another, which 
alarmed? her very much. Whatever effect the 
fright may have had in this case on the 
gravid uterus and appendages through the 
nervous system, | am not prepared to offer 
any conjectures. That the child was lean, 
feeble, and imperfectly developed, was un- 
doubtedly the result of an arrest of growth 
in consequence of diminished nutrition. 

It*is very difficult to understand how the 
feetal circulation could perform its function, 
through such a mass of matter, as the above 
disease of the funis presented. I regret | 
did not have an opportunity of seeing the 
placenta. The child died on the third day 
after birth. 

CASE I.—SPONTANEOUS OCCLUSION OF THE 

URETHRA OF THE PENIS, 

A gentleman, advanced in years, the father 
of a large family, called at my office, and 
stated that he had experienced much difficulty 
in urinating for the last two or three years, 
and that he now feared the canal through the 
penis was completely obliterated, that his 
brother was in a similar condition, and that 
his father, during the latter part of his life, 
was subject to the same difficulty. 

On examination I found the bladder pain- 
fully distended, but failed to perceive the least 
sign of a urethra, and it was only after using 
a magnifying glass that I could discover a 
mere speck, representing the urethra. I at- 
tempted to introduce the smallest size probe, 
but without success, and again penetrated the 
penis some distance further, which proved 
sufficient. He was now able to urinate. The 
loss of blood from so small an operation was 
‘considerable. The remaining treatment con- 
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sisted in dilating the urethra by injections of 
tepid water, and smearing the point of the 
syringe at every attempt with the cerat. sim- 
plex, to prevent cohesion. After continuing 
this course for two or three days he called 
again to say he had no further difficulty. 

Observations,—This is the second case of 
this character ocurring in old subjects, which 
has come under my notice lately. From 
the history of the above case, there would 
appear to be a hereditary tendency in the 
family to lesions of nutrition in the mucous 
membrane of the urethra, in consequence, I 
suppose, of some modification of the @apillary 
circulation of the part. I have seen various 
degrees of narrowing in the urethra of boys, 
and the same cause which produces it in the 
boy will undoubtedly produce it in the adult. 
Cases present themselves of chronic inflam- 
mation, from gonorrhea, of the corpus spon- 
giosum urethra, but in such cases the spongi- 
osum may be felt indurated with more or less 
discharge from the urethra, but in the above 
instance nothing of the kind has ever been 
the case with my patient. That there must 
have been chronic inflammation there can be 
no doubt, but from what source ? 





CASE IlI.—HYDRATE OF CHLORAL IN ASTHMA, 


Asthma is often so obstinate and unman- 
ageable, and so difficult to treat successfully, 
that any remedial agent that promises to be 
of value, is important, and deserves a trial 
at the hands of the profession; and it may 
therefore be not altogether unprofitable on my 
part to report the following case: A lady of 
about thirty-six years of age, of rather deli- 
cate constitution, subject to asthma, was 
seized with a violent paroxysm of spasmodic 
asthma, and sent for her physician, who was 
not at home, when I was called in, at six 
o’clock in the evening, to attend her. She 
had then been suffering twelve hours. I 
found her, on my arrival, laboring hard from 
want of breath, almost suffocating, and a 
loud, wheezing noise, and rattling, from effu- 
sion of mucus in the pulmonary tissues. 
I administered a mixture of Hoff’s ano- 
dyne, compound syrup of squills, and fluid 
extract valerian, in large teaspoonful doses 
from time to time, when the squills caused 





her to throw up a quantity of mucus, which 
gave great relief at the moment, and induced 
a sleep of half an hour, On waking up, the 
paroxysm returned, with an aggravation of 
all the symptoms, and with great oppression 
and dyspnoea; she desired the doors to be 
thrown open—more air was the cry. At this 
moment her pulse was small and weak, her 
skin cold, her countenance indicative of great 
suffering. I now added some hyosciamus to 
my prescription, but nothing I had done, or 
could suggest, did any good. She seemed to 
be getting worse, and I knew of no practice 
which experience has proved generally suc- 
cessful, or of no pathological light to direct 
me to the radical cure or relief of this most 
distressing disease. Antispasmodics,anodynes, 
expectorants, and the datura stramonium, 
which was repeatedly smoked during the in- 
tervals of the paroxysms, all failing, which 
had given great relief in her previous attacks. 

Entertaining, among the various pathologi- 
cal views of this disease, the impression that 
the disease was one of spasmodic action of 
the excito-motory nerves, and most probably 
consequent on visceral derangement, I re- 
solved to change my treatment, my first 
indication being to relieve the pain and dysp- 
nea, and induce sleep. For this purpose 
I used the following prescription: h Hy- 
drate of chloral dij, acet. scille, tinct. opii 
camph. aa 38s, one-fourth of which was 
given every hour. After the second dose, 
the pains and dyspnea subsided, and she 
fell into a sound uninterrupted sleep, which 
continued for some hours, and awoke compar- 
atively well, expectorates freely, and has 
been improving without any further treat- 
ment.

LIQUID NITROUS OXIDE AS AN AN- 
ZESTHETIC.

Many months ago I made experiments on 
the use of nitrous oxide pure, and nitrous ox- 
ide mixed with oxygen, with the view of 
adapting them to the purposes of anzsthesia 
in general surgery. These experiments, which 
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were published in Tae Examiner, showed 
that there were several difficulties in the way 
of using, for prolonged operations, the ordi- 
nary gas of the dentists—one of which was 
that the gas never makes the least approach 
to purity, containing always from 10 to 25 
per cent. of free nitrogen and oxygen. As it 
is almost impossible to separate the free nitro- 
gen without an apparatus for reducing the gas 
to a liquid form, I suspended the experiments 
until this deficiency could be supplied. 

Three weeks ago I received from Johnston 
brothers’ Dental Depot, 812 Broadway, New 
York, an apparatus and a supply of liquid 
nitrous oxide equal to 100 gallons of gas. It 
is well-known that under a pressure of about 
750 pounds to the square inch nitrous oxide 
condenses to a liquid, while the free nitrogen 
and oxygen, contained as impurities in it, re- 
main in the gaseous form in the top of the re- 
ceiver, hence the condensation serves as a 
means of separating the oxide from the other 
gases. The liquid was contained in a strong 
iron flask about four inches wide and twelve 
inches long. When it is desired to use the 
anwsthetic a faucet is turned slightly, allowing 
the gas to escape into a rubber tube leading 
to asmall sack, and thence to an ordinary in- 
haler, so contrived, with valves, that the in- 
spirations are “drawn from the sack and the 
expirations pass into theopen air. When not 
in use the whole is packed in a neat case about 
five inches square and fourteen inches long, 
with a handle on one side for carrying it, and 
weighs, perhaps, twelve pounds. The con- 
tents of one flask will last long enough for 
about three surgical operations of moderate 
length. The intention is to have the flasks 
kept ready filled at drug stores and dental 
depots, where the surgeon can return his 
empty flasks and procure filled ones. 

The apparatus being new to myself and as- 
sistants, it is probable that we did not obtain 
the best possible results from it, but the fol- 
lowing cases illustrate the effects: 

Case 1. Five fingers to be amputated for 
frost bite, followed by mortification. The pa- 
tient came under the influence slowly and 
with difficulty. At length his consciousness 
seemed to be gone, and his countenance pre- 
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sented the blue asphyxiated look character- 
istic of full anesthesia by nitrous oxide, never- 
theless he writhed and struggled during a 
large part of the operation, and afterwards 
complained that he felt every cut. The result 
was decidedly unsatisfactory. 

Case 2. This was mortification of a single 
finger requiring amputation. The patient 
was given the gas more freely, by turning on 
& more copious stream from the flask. He 
was anesthetized in about forty seconds, and 
went through the operation without any con- 
sciousness of pain. 

Case 3, This was an operation upon varicose 
veins in the leg. The patient went under the 
influence of the anzsthetic in 35 seconds, ob- 
taining a complete insensibility. In this state 
I injected the veins of the leg in about ten 
places with tincture of iron, without causing 
any pain. 

‘Case 4. The inhalation commenced, but the 





supply of gas gave out, and the anesthesia 
was completed with ether. 

It is stated that the operation of ovarioto- 
my has been performed under the successful 
influence of this anwsthetic in New York. 

The present state of knowledge on the sub- 
ject, derived largely from my own investiga- 
tions, may be summed up in the following pro- 
positions: 

1. Nitrous oxide is the safest anesthetic 
known. Ina laborious collection of statistics 
which I made, embracing over 200,000 cases, 
I showed that the mortality of these articles 
was nearly as follows: 

Chloroform, one death in 2,723 cases; sul- 
phuric ether, one death in 23,204 cases; mixed 
chloroform and ether, one death in 5,588; bi- 
chloride of methylene, one death in about 
7,000; nitrous oxide, no death in 75,000. 
(Chicago Medical Examiner, 1870.) 

2, Nitrous oxide anzsthetizes the patient in 
about forty seconds, while the other articles 
require from five to twenty minutes. The 
patient also awakes quickly, and does not suf- 
fer from nausea afterwards. 

3. The liquefaction of the gas renders it 
portable, so that it can now be easily carried 
to patients’ houses. 

4. The expense, after the manufacture and 
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sale are well es 
than that of ether. 

5. Nitrous oxide always produces a purplish 
flush of the face, indicating partial asphyxia, | 
though without any sense of dyspnoea, hence | 
it cannot, in prolonged operations, be given | 
continuously, but must be alternated with | 
short intervals of breathing atmospheric air, | 
renewing the inhalation of the gas as often as 
the duskiness of the countenance subsides. | 

6. It is not certain yet that all patients can | 
be kept steadily asleep in this manner. Some | 
of them seem to arouse after the first short 
sleep, and cannot be again fully quieted, even | 
if the gas be pushed to the production of a 
decided flush of asphyxia in the countenance. 
Perhaps further experiments will remove this 
difficulty. 

7. Nitrous oxide, in the gaseous form, may 
be mixed with one-fourth its bulk of free oxy- 
gen, and then does not asphyxiate. In my 
experiments on this subject I kept one patient 
nine minutes breathing the mixture, but the 
anesthesia was less profound than was desir- 
able. 

8. If the patient be kept absolutely on pure 
nitrous oxide alone, he will die by asphyxia in| 
spite of the general safety of the article, as it 
is incapable of oxidating the blood. The}

FRACTURE OF THE 
SKULL AND EFFUSION OF BRAIN, 
WITH RECOVERY.

I was summoned in great haste, on the 10th 
of April, 1859, to see the son of Wm. H—, 
of this village, a boy some eight years of age, 
who unfortunately had his head crushed be- 
tween the box of a wagon and a building. 
The injury was so severe that one ounce of 
brain was pressed from the wound, which was 
situated about half an inch above the left 
supraorbital ridge; this I carefully gathered 
up and weighed. Upon examination I dis- 
covered that it would be necessary to tre- 
phine and elevate the depressed portion of 
bone over the left temple. For this purpose 
I made a V shaped incision, raised the flaps, 
and sawed off an angle of bone. In the pro- 
cess of elevating the fractured os frontis that 
was driven into the brain, | scooped out one 
half ounce more of brain, by weight, making 
in all one and a half ounces, Although the 
fractured portion of the skull was pushed 
into the brain at least half to three quarters 
of an inch, and the boy was perfectly uncon- 
scious from the time the injury was received 
until the operation was performed, so much

chest. The dose was then diminished to fif- 
teen, and finally to twelve drops every six 
hours, which appears to be sufficient to keep 
the pulse beats between sixty and seventy per 
minute, though not regular. The digitalis 
has the advantage over other arterial seda- 
tives of rendering the heart’s action slow with- 
out diminishing its muscular force. As the 
patient was moderately anemic, after the ir- 
ritability of the stomach had been removed, 
he was directed to have twenty drops of the 
syrup of iodide of iron after each meal, mod- 
erate exercise in the open air, whenever it is 
pleasant, and the patient should study delib- 
eration in all his movements. Thus he will 
have a pretty good lease of life. He has 
already improved greatly, and when quiet he 
feels nearly well. 


Case I, Vatvucar Disease or THE Heart.

This patient was admitted to the hospital two 
days since. He is a native of Ireland, aged 
about 30 years, and has been working in a 
district of country where periodical fevers are 
of frequent occurrence. He states that he has 
had paroxysms of intermittent fever every al- 
ternate day, with occasional interruptions, for 
a week, during the last three months. He has 
had one paroxysm, consisting of a well mark- 
ed chill and fever, since he came into the hos- 
pital. lis skin and lips are pale, indicating 
an impoverished or spanemic state of the 
the blood; but the most prominent item of 
complaint, on the part of the patient, is a 
severe pain in the left hypochondriae region, 
aggravated by a short, dry cough, with loss 
of appetite and general muscular weakness. 
On making physical examination, the respira- 
tory murmur was found rough and exaggerat- 
ed, indicating slight bronchitis; the left ly- 
pochondriac region was fuller than the right; 
decided tenderness on percussion at the lower 
margin of the ribs, with dullness extending 
vertically from two inches above the margin 
of the ribs to the crest of the left ilium; and 
transversely from the left margin of the epi- 
gastric region to the spine. With the patient

After pointing out the 
diagnostic differences between enlargements 
of the spleen, kidneys, mesenteric glands and 
ovaries, the Professor remarked that the 
moderate degree of tenderness existing in the 
spleen, the recent date of the enlargement, 
and the fact that it co-existed with chronic 
ague rendered it probable that it was caused 
by simple inflammatory congestion with semi- 
plastic exudation into the texture of the

organ. 
The treatment in such cases should have for 
its objects both the permanent arrest of the 


the local inflammation. If the former is not 
accomplished each chill and febrile exacerba- 
tion will renew the local congestion and de- 
feat all treatment directed to that alone. The 


sulphate of quinine with two of blue mass each 
morning and noon for two days, then the 
quinine alone every morning for a week or 
more, at the same time he was to take ten 
grains of hydrochlorate of ammonia, dissolved 
in syrup of liquorice, every four hours until 
the splenitic enlargement disappeared—the 
latter was stated to be an old remedy for 
visceral enlargements consequent on chronic 
ague, it having been recommended by Dr. 

After the in- 
termittent paroxysms have ceased, and the 
local symptoms of inflammation have abated 
or disappeared, it will be proper to keep the 
patient for sothe time on small doses of quinine 
in combination with a soluble salt of iron, of 
which the citrate and phosphate are the best. 
This combination should be continued, with a 
mild, easily digested diet, and moderate out of 
doors exercise, until the patient regains his

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Case IV. Curonic Diarrna@a, SEQuEL OF 
Tyruor Frver.—This patient is a middle 
aged man who was admitted into the hospital 
six or seven weeks since, then in the third 
week of a severe enteric typhoid fever. He 
then presented all the phenomena of the grav- 
est form of typhoid fever in its advanced stage, 
with more than the usual abdominal tympani- 
tes and intestinal looseness. The discharges 
from the bowels were not only very frequent 
and thin, but were stained with blood, and 
contained some mucus. He was sustained by 
regular use of wheat flour and milk porridge 
for nourishment, and the emulsion of oil of 
turpentine and tincture of opium every four 
hours, alternated with small doses of strych- 
nia and nitric acid. In about one week after 
admission the symptoms of general fever dis- 
appeared, and the patient, though extremely 
weak, appeared convalescent in all respects, 
except the continuance of diarrhaa, Lis pas- 
sages numbered from six to twelve per day, 
and continued thin, reddish-brown and of- 
fensive. Regarding this diarrhea as depend- 
ent on the ulceration of the patches of aggre- 
gated glands, his diet was carefully regulated, 
and a variety of remedies, such as sub-nitrate 
of bismuth, carbolie acid, acetate of lead, and 
the mineral acids, each combined more or less 
with opiates, but with no other effect than 
temporary diminution of the number of intes- 
tinal discharges. In the meantime, two weeks 
had passed since his convalescence from the 
general fever, and his condition was very un- 
promising. There was much emaciation; hag- 
gard expression; quick, weak pulse; much ab- 
dominal tympanites and distention; and still 
from eight to twelve intestinal evacuations of 
thin, reddish-brown stools, often distinctly 
mixed with blood. He was then put on the 
use of syrup of ipecac and tincture of opium, 
equal parts mixed, half a fluid drachm every 
two hours. The dose was subsequently in- 
creased to nearly a drachm. During the first 
four or five days this produced a decidedly 
favorable influence, lessening the number of 
discharges, and improving their quality. Af.- 
ter that time it began to lose its beneficial 
effect, and it was continued at intervals of 
every four hours, and a pill of nitrate of silver, 


one-third of a grain, with pulverized opium, 
‘two grains, was given between—making them 
two hours apart. From that time he began 
very gradually to improve, and after about 
two weeks his discharges were reduced to one 
in the twenty-four hours, but it was still thin. 
The interval between the doses of medicine 
was lengthened to six hours, at which rate he 
has continued to the present time, December 
30, 1871. 

He is now able to sit up a part of the day; 
is gaining in flesh; appetite good; but feet be- 
come cedematous when dependent. The Pro- 
fessor explained that the patient, though 
steadily improving, could not be left safely 
without further treatment. The ulcerated 
patches in the mucous membrane were not 
entirely cicatrized, and if treatment is discon- 
tinued too soon the diarrhea will increase 
again. The patient was directed to adhere to 
a bland nutritious diet; take one of the pills of 
opium and nitrate of silver before breakfast, 
dinner and supper, and two-thirds of a tea- 
spoonful of the mixture of syrup of ipecac and 
tincture of opium at bed time. 

Nore.—Jan. 30, 1872.—At this date the 
patient is apparently well, bowels regular and 
passages natural, suffering only from general 
debility. He has taken no medicine for the 
last week. 

Case V. Erysiretas Fottowrp spy De i. 
rtumM.—This case of erysipelas was of me- 
dium severity, with considerable edema about 
jaw and neck—the inflammation having ex- 
tended over the face and scalp. He was kept 
on Tinct. Ferri 20 drops every two hours with 
a local wash to relieve discomfort. He com- 
plained of being cold—probably due to im- 
poverishment of blood. To support the cir- 
culation he had quinine gr. iiss, and Dover's 
powder gr. v, three times a day for two days, 
At the end of six days the inflammation was 
receding, when he became rather suddenly 
delirious. Bromide of potassium, in 15 gr. 
doses every three hours for two days, served 
to subdue the cerebral excitement. Because 


of his weak and depressed condition he then 
had quinine gr. iii, three times a day, with 
moderate doses of Tinct. Ferri, and has gradu- 
ally recovered.

Mepicar Opinion IN ENGLAND REGARDING 
usE oF AxLcouoL.—It is with much satisfac- 
tion that we have noticed, for some time past, 
evidences of a better appreciation of the rela- 
tion of alcoholic drinks to medical practice, 
both in this country and in Europe. 

In a recent number of 7’he Doctor, of Lon- 
don, we find the following very important 
declaration of opinion signed officially and in 
detail by several hundred physicians, embrac- 
ing a large majority of the most eminent mem- 
bers of the profession both in London and the 
provincial towns. The document is as follows: 

*MepicaL DecLaratTion ResprctTinG AL- 
coHuoL.—aAs it is believed that the inconsider- 
ate prescription of large quantities of alcoholic 
liquids by medical men for their patients has 
given rise, in many instances, to the forma- 
tion of intemperate habits, the undersigned, 
while unable to abandon the use of aleohol in 
the treatment of certain diseases, are yet of 
opinion that no medical practitioner should 
prescribe it without a sense of grave responsi- 
bility. They believe that alcohol, in whatever 
form, should be prescribed with as much care 
as any powerful drug, and that the directions 
for its use should be so framed as not to be 
interpreted as a sanction for excess, or neces- 
sarily for the continuance of its use when the 
occasion is past. 

“They are also of opinion that many peo- 
ple immensely exaggerate the value of alcohol 
as an article of diet, and since no class of men 
see so much of its ill effects, and possess such 
power to restrain its abuse, as members of 
their profession, they hold that every practi- 
tioner is bound to exert his utmost influence 
to inculcate habits of great moderation in the 
use of alcoholic liquids. 

“ Being also firmly convinced. that the great 
amount of drinking of alcoholic liquorsamong 
the working classes of this country is one of 
the greatest evils of the day, destroying— 
more than anything else—the health, happi- 
ness and welfare of those classes, and neutral- 
ising, to a large extent, the great industrial 
prosperity which Providence has placed with- 
in the reach of this nation, the undersigned 
would gladly support any wise legislation 
which would tend to restrict, within proper 
limits, the use of alcoholic beverages, and 
gradually introduce habits of temperance,” 





Nearly thirty years since, we commenced 
an earnest and thorough investigation into 
the effects of alcohol on the human system, 
and the rational indications for its use in the 
treatment of diseases. We were soon led, 
both by experiments and clinical observation, 
to the conclusion that the professional and 
popular ideas in regard to the tonic, nutritive 
and supporting effects of alcoholic drinks 
were entirely erroneous; and that their neces- 
sary or beneficial use in medical practice is 
very limited indeed. We were, also, long 
since convinced that the medical profession 
were largely responsible for all the evils flow- 
ing from the use of alcoholic drinks among 
civilized nations. That the habit of recom- 
mending patients to take some one of the al- 
coholic drinks without careful limits as to 
time and quantity has been the direct means 
of starting an appetite that has led many to 
the drunkard’s goal, is doubtless true. But 
the custom, so generally indulged in by the 
members of the profession everywhere, of 
speaking of these drinks as restorative, sup- 
porting and stimulant, in their daily inter- 
course with all classes of society, has impres- 
sed these erroneous ideas indelibly upon the 
public mind; and no amount of either moral 
or legal suasion will stop the habits of drink- 
ing and consequent drunkenness, until our 
profession reverses its teaching and thorough- 
ly revises its practice in regard to these agents. 
As a step in the right direction, we hail the 
above declaration of our professional brethren 
in England with great pleasure. We are 
glad to learn that the same subject is receiv- 
ing favorable attention also on the continent 
of Europe, as the reader will see by another

instrument makers, publishers and booksellers, 
and to all others who are concerned in manu- 
facturing or dealing in anything related to the 
study and practice of medicine and surgery 
and the associate sciences. ane 

“They will gratefully receive choice speci- 
mens and examples (likely to prove interest- 
ing through novelty, rarity, importance or 
superior character) of drugs, medicines, and 
other remedial appliances—including special 
chemicals and pharmaceutical compounds and 
materials—as well as the apparatus employed 
in pharmaceutical and chemical processes; 
also of optical and other instruments of ob- 
servation and precision; of surgical instru- 
ments and implements; of preparations and 
objects in natural history, including human 
and comparative anatomy, morbid or healthy; 
of models, drawings, paintings, prints, and of 
printed works—of recent date or standard 
character—on medicine, surgery, and the as- 
sociate sciences, 

“The views of the committee, in regard to 
the materials and the general nature and pur- 
pose of the exhibition, may be understood 
from the following paragraphs of the original 
announcement: 

“<The aim of the committee will be, in this 
attempt, to provide for the practical and sci- 
entific entertainment of the members of the 
Association. Their design is to form a collec- 
tion of instruments, apparatus, specimens, pre- 
parations, models, drawings, plates, books, 
and all other proper objects that may be ob- 
tained or presented in good time for the pur- 
pose; and so to arrange it for exhibition as to 
bring it under the convenient observation of 
every delegate and professional visitor. They 
hope, in this manner, without any sacrifice of 
the usual regard for their guests, to give to 
the arrangements as much of a professional 





affording, 
through an always useful channel, some more 
direct means, as well as signs, of technical and 
scientific progress, us an attractive addition to 
the ordinary routine of written and verbal 
communications and discussions.: 

“<They cannot promise much success in a 
first experiment—undertaken at unavoidably 
short notice—beyond that of the pioneer in 
preparing the way for something better in the 
future, in the light of experience, and with 
more time and opportunity for concerted ac- 
tion. 


“*No mere display of local wealth and va- 
riety of means and appliances, or of individual 
superiority, will be encouraged beyond what 
is entirely incidental to the general purpose; 
nor will there be any attempt on the part of 
the committee to present reprentative or his- 
torical collections, although such collections 
may be cordially welcomed. Competition and 
completeness, therefore, are not to be expect- 
ed. No special reports or comparative state- 
ments need be looked for; nor will the com- 
mittee be responsible for the merits or demer- 
its of the several objects exhibited, although 
obliged to exercise control as to admission and 
location. Novelty, rarity, and practical char- 
acter will necessarily have weight in deter- 
mining precedence; but not at the expense of 
whatever may be deemed especially charac- 
teristic or interesting, whether old, rare, or 
new. In a word, under their limitation of 
tine, space and means, they cannot undertake 
a general exposition or an industrial fair. 
Further and more specific details will be pub- 
lished as soon as practicable. 

“<«The committee confidently hope for en- 
couragement and assistance, in an early prac- 
tical response from their professional breth- 
ren, and from others who may have objects of 
interest to offer. They are bound to remind 
all concerned, however, that the contemplated 
collection must of necessity be, as much as 
practicable, select and characteristic rather 
than varied and extensive. It ought to be 
comprehensive, but can hardly be very full.’ 

“The committee trust, moreover, that their 
hesitation to undertake a very general exhibi- 
tion will be attributed rather to a natural 
doubt of their power to accomplish the work 
with the means at their disposal, than to any 
disinclination or indifference as to the result.

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT CHICAGO 
RELIEF AND AID SOCIETY. 


The following in relation to the medical 
department of the Chicago Relief work, we 
extract from the First Special Report of the 
Chicago Relief and Aid Society: 

The Committee on Sick, Sanitary and Hos- 
pital Measures is composed of men represent- 
ing fairly the medical profession of the city. 
Dr. Il, A. Johnson is the Chairman. Provi- 
sions for medical relief have been made as 
follows: 

VISITATION, 

The city has been divided into districts and 
sub-districts, with the same boundaries and 
the same offices as those of the Superintend- 
ents of Distribution. 

To each of these divisions a Medical Super- 
intendent and a sufficient number of visiting 
physicians have been appointed. Their duties 
are defined as follows: 

First. Each visiting physician will estab- 
lish an office in connection with the depot of 
distribution in his district. 

Second, Mle will, at a specified hour, morn- 
ing and evening, visit the office and answer 
such calls as may be left by the Superintend- 
ent of Distribution, the visitors, and the Med- 
ical Superintendent of the district. 

Third. Ue will supply himself with a case 
and medicines for the use of those only who 
are the proper subjects of relief by this Soci- 
ety.

that he may send to the dispensing chemist, 
his signature, with a statement that this pre- 


scription is on account of the Chicago Relicf 


and Aid Society. 

Fifth. We will especially examine into the 
sanitary condition of his district, the quantity 
and quality of food, clothing, dwellings, cte., 
and all matters having a bearing upon public 
or private health. 

Sirth. He will report daily to the Medical 
Superintendent of his district, the name, age, 
sex and nativity of each patient, with the 
name of the disease, result of treatment, num- 
her of visits to each patient, and such other 
information as the Medical Superintendent 
may, from time to time, require. 

Seventh. Each Medical Superintendent will 
have the immediate direction of the medical 
service and sanitary interest of his district, 
and will be held responsible for the faithful 
performance of this work. He will assign 
Visiting physicians to sub-district, and require 
of them a daily report of their work. These

hospital, and in cases of emergency, visit pa- 
| tients at their homes. 

| The General Superintendent has directed 
|visitors to report all cases coming to their 
| knowledge requiring medical attendance, and 
\the person in charge of each office has such 
reports at all times in readiness for the medi- 
cal officer of the district when he calls. All 
possible aid is given the medical officer of the 
district, and he is allowed free access to the 
office and books of the Society at all times. 

MEDICAL DISPENSARIES. 

In addition to this provision for the visita- 
tion of the sick at their homes, dispensaries 
have been established at convenient points, 
where such patients as are able to apply in 
person for advice are treated, and where med- 
icines are dispensed upon the prescription of 
any physician certifying that his services in 
the case are gratuitous. In the North Divi- 
sion of the city there is now only one of these 
institutions; another will be opened as soon 
as the need of it shall be evident. In the 
West Division there are three, and in the 
South Division two. Medicines are also dis- 
pensed and out-patients treated at all of the 
hospitals. 

HOSPITALS, 


For the relief of such patients as cannot 
safely be treated in their homes or quarters, 
and who cannot apply at a dispensary, hospi- 


tal accommodations have been provided. 
Fortunately the principal hospitals of the city 
were in the unburned district. . Arrangements 
have been made with all these institutions by 
which patients are received on account of this 
Society, without charge for medical and sur- 
gical attendance, nursing and general care, 
the Society furnishing only medicines, rations 
| and furniture for such relief patients as may 
le received on its account. These hospitals 
are as follows: 

The Providence Hospital, located just be- 
yond the northern limits of the city. The 
Women’s and Children’s Hospital, formerly 
located on North State street, but now tem- 
porarily at No. 598 West Adams street. This 
is mainly a lying-in hospital. The Chicago 
Eye and Ear in etl under the care of Dr.

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married man has always the advantage of the 
single man. But the widower has a still 
greater mortality than the bachelor. How 
can this be explained ? In the case of young 
men married under the age of twenty, the 
statistics show it to be the reverse of salutary. 
Out of 8,000 young men married before twen- 
ty, their mortality was, before marriage, only 
7 per 1,000; after marriage, it was 50. This 
is a constant result that is found in Paris, Bel- 
gium and Holland. Everywheretyoung mar- 
ried people, from eighteen to twenty years of 
age, die as fast as old people of from sixty to 
seventy years of age. From these facts we 
must conclude, with Hufeland, “ that the pre- 
mature use of the genital organs is the most 
sure means of inoculating old age.” This as- 
tonishing mortality can be attributed to no 
special malady, but to a general enervation 
which, without doubt, renders them an easy 
prey to any disease. 

With respect to the feminine sex, we find 
the same advantage of marriage over celibacy, 
though not quite so marked. Up to the age 
of thirty no perceptible advantage is derived 
from marriage. From thirty to thirty-five the 
mortality is 1] per 1,000 for single women, 
and only 9 per 1,000 for married women. This 
Thus, 


difference increases up to fifty-five. 
from fifty to fifty-five years of age, 1,000 wives 
furnish only 15 or 16 deaths; whilst as many 
single women or widows furnish 26 or 27. 
This advantage remains very notable beyond 


that age, diminishing but little. But, in 
France under twenty-five years of age, and in 
Paris under twenty, marriage is far from fa- 
vorable, but even injurious, as in the case of 
the masculine sex. The mortality of young 
girls from fifteen to twenty is 7.53 per 1,000. 
The mortality of wives of the same age is 
11.86. The mortality of girls from twenty to 
twenty-five is 8.32; of wives, of the same age, 
9.92. Without doubt, the cause of so great 
an augmentation of mortality in married wo- 
men, from twenty to twenty-five, is pregnancy, 
which, disappearing towards the age of forty 
years, permits the privilege of married women 
to recover its equilibrium. The deadly effect 
of widowerhood on men has been seen; it is 
not less deadly in the case of women, but 
ceases to be so after thirty; and after forty- 
five more single women than widows die. 
The influence of marriage on criminality is 
not less striking. Whilst the criminality of 
single men for crimes against persons is 100, 
for married men it is only 49, and 45 for of- 
fences against property. The criminality of 
widows and widowers approaches that of celi- 
bacy. Relative to suicide, the author con- 
cludes, from his researches, that this cause of 
death is reduced one-half by marriage; and he

~ Vaccrxation Parers.—Small-pox having 
entered our hitherto healthy town, there has 
been a great demand for vaccination; and I 
have, at times, found difficulty in keeping up 
a regular supply of lymph. To meet this, I 
have devised a new method of lymph preser- 
vative; it is most portable, and very certain 
in its effects. Taking a sheet of common 
sized (7. e., cream-laid) note paper, I paint it 
with fresh lymph taken from the vesicle with 
a fine camel-hair pencil. The lymph soon 
dries; and the paper is ready for use. When 
required, a minute piece may be cut out or 
torn off the sheet, and, after having been 
slightly breathed upon, should be stuck upon 
the freshened surface. If the paper be re- 
quired to be kept for any length of time, it 
should after being charged, be covered with 
a thin coating of white of egg. Isinglass 
will not do, as it cracks when dried—Preston 
— Brit. Med. Jour., Dec. 23,71. 

CompLete Excision oF THE ASTRAGALUS 
AND-Os Carcis.—Dr. T. G. Morton, of Phila- 
delphia (Am. Journ. Med. Sciences), presented 
a case of excision of these bones, at a meeting 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons.
